The African violet is an easy 
house plant to grow—when one 
knows what to do and what not 
to do, with emphasis on the 
“what-nots.” 

As for what to do to grow the 
African violet successfully; first, 
we must understand just where| 
this plant originated. It is said 
that some fifty years ago the 
saintpaulia, or African violet, 
was discovered in the hilly re- 
gions of Eastern tropical Africa. 
It was discovered by Baron Wal- 
ter von Saint Paul of'Fischback, 
Germany. It was found in 
two entirely different soils — 
hence, the confusion of conflict- 
ing ideas on how to grow the 
plant. -There is said to be at 
least 175 varieties of this plant, 
known by name. | 

First of all, do seture 
a healthy plant of the more 
common variety, such as Blue 
Boy. One ready to bloom is pre- 
ferred. Place it on the window 
sill where it will receive the 
early morning sun in the win- 
ter months, and in a north win- 
dow in the hot summer months 
—especially where there will be 
Plenty of moist fresh air. The 
Plant should be placed in a 
saucer on a few pebbles. It 
should be watered only when] 
the soil is dry to the touch; then| 
watered either from the bottom| 
—setting the pot in water of| 
room temperature until the top| 
Soil is moist to the touch — or 
Pouring water directly on the 
soil, taking care not to wet the 
leaves. If perchance they should] 
be sprinkled, simply keep the 
plant out of the sun until the 
leaves dry. In addition to. this 
care, feed them with any good/ 
commercial fertilizer on the] 
market, in powder or tablet 
form, by placing it in the water 
according to directions
